queut speaker, astute lawyer and 
close reasoncr; to Col. Moore, ono of 
the trainers of our State Constitution; 
to General Mandeville, who, through 
long yours, won high official honors, 
none'of which were ever stained; to 
Peter Mehcw, Major Balls, Judge 
Tnttle.Cron. Cazenenn,George Work, 
Major Solomon, Jim Stuart, A. N. 
Francisco, Judge McOehee, Capt. 
Patrick and a host of others, the 
pride of their mountain homes.

recited the partings at home,the hard- 
ships on the plainsjthe sacrifices in the 
mines and the friendships formed, 
and said that "this day hag become 
to the sons and daughters of Old 
Tuolurnne as the nation's birthday 
to our common country. We are 
hero to-day to renew those friend- 
ships, for tho romance attached to 
the early history of our mountain 
homes created an interest that will 
last with life," The speaker closed 
with a glowing picture of the future 
prospects of the old county, and 
hoped prosperity might mark the 
future of all her sons and daughters, 
wherever they might wander.

from the Secretary ef State. 


The following letter gives addi- 


tional explanations from Secretary 
Beck, to those he rendered in his 
letter we published a few days since, 
elucidating

late amendment 


to the Code, regarding the filing of 
certificate of incorportion after the 
act of incorporation: 


SACBAMENTO, .Tune 14, 187(1. 


A. INUAL.SBE—Detir Sir: Your i-orn- 


muHication of the 13th iust&nt, asking 
lor 
a certified ropy of the certificate 


issued by the Secrttary of State of the 
51in£ of the articles of incorporation of 
the "Merced Mills," cams duly to hand 
la answer, I respectfully beg to state 
that the feecretnry of State retains no 
copy of such certificate, and in order to 
obtain such certified copy it will be 
necessary for yon to send the original to 
this office. Permit me to say, however, 
that I do not thiuk that » certified copy 
o( this certificate is what tne amended 
lection reqnires, and for oue especial 
reason, among many others, up to the 
adoption cf the Codes, the law did not 
require the Secretary of State to issue 
certificates to corporations upon the 
fiug of their articles, and no such cer- 
tificate was ever issued up to that time; 
hence you will perceive the absurdity of 
requiring a copy of a document that 
never existed. Section 29'J, as amended 
might seem a little ambignona if we did 
not remember that Hittell nlwayi termed 
the articlei of incorporation "(.'ertiflcat 
of Articles of Incorporation." and very 
often simply "Certificate of lucorpora- 
tion." The author of the amended sec- 
tion followed the phrasehology of Hittell 
instead of the language of the Code, and 
hence the seeming ambiguity. In my 
opinion there can be no question in re- 
gard to the meaning of the section, it 
clearly intends a certified copy of the 
"Certificate of Incorporation," ns on 
file in this office. 
If you still desire a 


certified oorjy of the certificate of the 
Secretary of State, y«u will please send 
the original.

coast which possesses eucii a variety of 
attractions us La Jolia. 
Its wonderful 


:ave§ have been the subject of deBcrip- 
ion by the pans of many of our visitors. 
We shall not hero attempt to repeat 
vhat hns so cttun been written. 
But 


Ja Jolla is but one of several points of 
nterest in our neighborhood. 
Surely 


.hose to whom there is a charm in the 
associations broufiht to rtind by a view 
of fincirut rt.'lics will eujoy a visit to the 
Old Mission, five ov six miles distant, 
n the valley of the San Diego river. 
This uns the first of the Missions of 
Alta California, and it therefore pos- 
sesses a peculiar interest.

property hnn for some time been leased 
jy the Catholic Church to parties who 
nnvo curried on the garden, or orchard 
attached to it.
